TOWER CITY. Pa. (UPI) - Using 
air drills and handwielded picks, a 
rescue team cut through 50 feet of 
coal today in an attempt to save one 
of eight trapped miners known to be 
alive in 
the 
water-ravaged 
Rocher 
Coal Co., mine near this northeastern 
Pennsylvania community. 
Rescuers made contact with Ronald 
Adley, 37, Tower City, Wednesday by 
drilling a I * * inch hole into the debris- 
filled tunnel in which he has been 
trapped since noon Tuesday. 
Although state and federal officials 
said they still had hope that the other 
seven miners were safe, there was no 
firm evidence they were alive. 
Millions of gallons of water from an 
abandoned mine gushed through the 
mine Tuesday, leaving two men dead, 
three 
critically 
injured 
and 
eight 
missing 
Word that at least one of the eight 
miners 
was 
still 
alive 
came 
as 
welcome news to the families and 
friends who have kept a long and 
sleepless vigil on the side of this cold, 
windswept mountain. 
Rescue w orkers drilled additional 
holes into the tunnel where Adley was 
trapped to provide him with a wool 
and a sheet blanket, a plastic suit, two 
containers of hot broth, dry socks and 
a plug of tobacco. The materials were 
lowered 
through 
the 
holes 
in 
makeshift aluminum containers. 


Then they began digging with air 
drills and picks to open an escape 
tunnel. 
W a l t e r 
V i c i n e l l y , 
s t a t e 
commissioner for deep mine safety, 
said Adley did not say anything and 
was not asked about the fate of his 
seven co-workers.

Vicinelly said “He is by himself and 
he is in good shape. He said to notify 
his wife.” 
The pain of the long wait was etched 
deeper on the faces of the wives, 
daughters and other relatives of the 
trapped miners. 
The first break came when rescuers 
preparing to drill a communications 
hole from one part of the mine to 
another 
heard 
what 
sounded 
like 
someone tapping on the mine walls. 
“They tapped hack and there was a 
response,” Vicinelly said. “And every 


time they stopped drilling, the tapping 
would sta rt.” 
A state official who reported to the 
families about the contact said they 
were “overjoyed by the news. 
The 
women broke down in tears. It was 
the first sign of hope.” 
And 
their 
faces brightened 
when 
they learned Adley was alive and in 
contact with the rescue team. 
Even the grimy coal miners, who- 
have been somber and reserved since 
the accident, relaxed and smiled at 
each other. 
But as the cold night wore on and 
there was no additional news of the 
men, the tension began building again.

April 4. Each show centers on a 
fam ily with a different b a ck ­ 
ground, in a different p a rt of 
the country. The cam era and 
the microphones stay w ith the 
fam ily, day after day, film ing 
their life as it is lived. 
The first segment docum ents 
the life of a Polish-A m erican 
blue collar family from C hicago 
in

ties, 
the

grow ing 
aw ay, particularly a son who 
has 
left 
the 
safety 
of 
the 
neighborhood to try 
for 
an 
acting career in California. 
He returns for a C hristm as 
visit, and 
the conflicts, 
the 
understanding and its lack that 
both are part of fam ily life, 
show plainly. 
The second show p resen ts a 
vivid contrast. From the fam ily 
that retains old-country tra d i­ 
tions the audience m oves to the 
G reenbergs 
of 
Mill 
V alley, 
Calif., a family in which the 
parents 
are 
separated 
and 
experim enting with m any a s ­ 
pects of the human potential 
m ovem ent. 
Paul Wilkes, author-m odera- 
tor of “ Fam ilies,” described 
the 
other 
families 
in 
an 
interview . “On April 18 it’s the 
Kennedys of Albuquerque. He 
m akes nuclear bombs. 
They 
have a retarded child and a 
daughter who is very sm a rt but 
never feels she is m easuring up 
to her father's expectations. 
“ On April 25 it’s Bob and 
Peggy George. He’s a black cop 
in New York City. He w orks in 
the Bedford-Stuyvesant ghetto 
but he lives in a m iddle-class 
neighborhood in Queens

a fam ily farm er in Iowa, and 
on May 9 we show the B urke 
fam ily of Dalton, Ga., a very 
poor ru ral white fam ily and 
what they are up against.” 
W ilkes realizes that c o m p ari­ 
sons w ith the Louds of “ An 
A m erican 
Fam ily” 
are 
un­ 
avoidable, but he believes his 
fam ilies are more re p re se n ­ 
tative, easier to identify w ith, 
and less given to acting before 
the cam eras. 
W hat w ere his c o n clu sio n s 
about the American fam ily? 
“ Expectations 
— 
p a ren ts 
expect a helluva lot from th eir 
kids, who can’t deliver and a re 
frustrated by it.

Little Price 


According to The Road Information Program 
(TRIP), Hoosier motorists may pay for obsolte roads 
through high accident costs, injuries, and loss of life 
on the highways, and the study just completed by that 
group seems to back their findings. 
Hazardous roads ranked second as the principal 
accident cause in Indiana, accounting for 21.4 per 
cent of the total. These accidents, the study relates, 
were caused by road conditions that left little or no 
room for human error. And, they state that more than 
15,000 miles of Indiana’s roads are contributing to the 
annual accident total because they were designed and 
built 40 years ago for smaller vehicles, lighter traffic, 
and slower speeds. 
And, the study also found that hazardous Indiana 
roads caused nearly 42,000 accidents a year and cost 
249 million dollars annually in hospital fees, property 
damages, and payments to accident victims. 
One-fourth of Indiana’s arterial and connnecting 
roads are too narrow, according to the study. Another 
section of the same roads is reported to be hazardous 
because of sharp curves, soft shoulders, steep rises 
and dips, roadside obstructions, and restricted sight 
distances. 
And the biggest problem is that the funds are not 
available to upgrade the roads in state, county, or 
city budgets. 
Of course, road design and engineering im­ 
provements reduce accidents on the highway. And 
right now the state of Indiana is trying to solve the 
problem of hazardous roads by raising the gasoline 
tax by 3 cents. It may not be that bad of an idea. 
Highway officials are very aw are of the problem, 
and they should be given credit for the work they have 
done to improve the situation thus far. Over 150 miles 
of the state’s worst highways have been expanded to 
four lane in a special program that began in 1969, but 
more upgrading is needed. 
A local endeavor by the Rush County Chamber of 
Commerce and Chambers from surrounding com­ 
munities would make Highway 3 become less 
hazardous, by making it four lane from Muncie to 
Greensburg. This was not and is still not, a bad idea. 
Highway 3 has become known as a killer highway, 
and it is because of hazardous driving conditions it 
has gained that namesake. 
Three cents on the gallon seems such a little price 
to pay when talking about the saving of thousands of 
lives statewide. It is hoped that the Indiana State 
Highway Commission would have the foresight to 
investigate the m atters further, and put an end to the 
needless loss of life on bad Indiana roads.

In order to be a good Bible student one must 
believe the Word to be inspired of the Holy 
Spirit.

Even if all they w rite down 
happens to be questions, they are still 
thinking. Although there a re answ ers to those 
questions right there in their Bible! 
A Bible student also needs a concordance. 
This is simply a word index listing every word 
in the Bible alphabetically, and a scriptural 
reference for every place that word occurs. 
This will help put the great scriptural sub­ 
jects in context if pursued. 
P erhaps a Bible dictionary might be added 
to this list. But one does not have to add all the 
com m entaries in the world—go at it and look 
up the truths yourself with this basic equip­ 
m ent. Com mentaries m ight lead astray or at 
least m ake us lazy.

The 
family keeps rehashing this 
tragedy, wondering what we did 
to cause it or did not do that 
could have prevented it. — Mrs. 
E .Y ., S.D. 


Dear Mrs. Y.: 
Tile key word in your letter is, 
ai course, “perfect.” Obviously, 
your cousin was not in perfect 
health. For perfect health 
means perfect physical and 
emotional well-being. These he 
did not have. 


You and your family are now 
adding to the pain of this 
catastrophe your own sense of 
guilt for not having been able to 
prevent this. 


Suicide 
presents 
many 
questions. Why does someone 
decide to take his own life? Are 
there early signs by which the 
potential 
sucide 
can 
be 
recognized? Could his life have 
been 
redirected 
and 
rehabilitated? 
Who 
should 
assume this responsibility? 


The precipitating factors for 
the impulse to suicide may be 
any of a number of things. In­ 
curable disease, loneliness, 
unrequited love, loss of wealth 
jr status, the humiliation of 
having to live with an unac­ 
ceptable social situation. 


As close as you were to your 
cousin, you probably had no 
knowledge of the emotional 
turbulence within his life. 
Fear, 
anxiety, 
severe 
neuroses and even psychotic 
patterns are inseparably in­ 
tertwined in the complexity of a 
person’s decision to destroy 
himself. 
Had any of 
his 
emotional needs been evident 
and had the warning signs of 
emotional stress been apparent, 
professional guidance by a 
psychiatrist or psychologist 
might have prevented the 
despair leading to his decision. 
Perhaps the greatest single 
lesson to be learned is not to 
overlook the subtle changes of 
personality and the alterations 
of moods that often cry out to be 
recognized. Mild or severe 
depression cannot be causally 
disregarded in the hope that 
time alone will alleviate the 
intensity of such depression. 
With intensive psychiatric 
support, many of these unhappy 
people can find reasons for 
living and for enjoying their 
natural birthright to happiness, 
in their families and in their 
communities. 
“Rehashing” and reliving 
every aspect of this family 
disaster can only serve to 
further undermine your own 
potentials for living.

and inner cities alike—is the growing num ber 
of incidents of school violence and vandalism . 
In more and m ore of our schools, the em ­ 
phasis—which used to be on education—is 
now on preservation. It is a frightening 
reality that each year, more than 70,CO 
serious physical assaults on teachers and 
hundreds of thousands of assaults on students 
are perpetuated in our schools. It is also a 
frightening reality that in the last decade, 
juvenile crim e has soared upward by 245 
percent.

Ju v e n ile 
Delinquency over the last six years are s ta rk : 
the number of assaults occurring in schools 
increased 58 percent since 1970, sex offenses 
increased by 62 percent, drug related crim es 
escalated by 81 percent and robberies went up 
by 117 percnet. 
It has been estim ated that on a national 
scale, we are currently spending annually 
almost $600 million in funds earm arked for 
educational purposes just to repair the a f­ 
term ath of school vandalism . This staggering 
waste of scarce educational resources is m ore 
money than we spent for textbooks in 1972, 
and is enough to hire 50,000 « Jditional ex­ 
perienced teacers without increasing taxes by 
a single penny. 
Clearly, school violence and vandalism are 
growing problem s 
which demand deter­ 
mined, long-range efforts to correct. Short­ 
term , stop-gap solutions won’t work. Indeed, 
there are no easy solutions to violence and 
vandalism in o u r schools. 
M eaningful 
progress in this a rea can only be achieved by 
engaging in sober assessm ent of the problem , 
not in hysterical reaction; by instituting 
thoughtful m easures, not by m aking glib 
promises 


With this in mind, I introduced last week the 
Juvenile Delinquency in the Schools Act of 
1977—a bill which sets up a national program 
of resources and funding to help schools and 
local com m unities reduce incidents of school 
vilence and vandalism. The basic provisions 
of this bill were recom mended in the final 
report on crim e in the schools released last 
week as 
well by the Subcom m ittee to 
Investigate Juvenile Delinquency, which I 
have chaired through the long process of 
studies and harings on this problem . 


The Juvenile Delinquency in the Schools 
Act is, in my opinion, an essential first-step 
toward stem m ing the tide of crim e which 
threatens to engulf our schools In short, it will 


establish a national Safe School Center, to 
provide information and technical assistance 
to schools and local comm unities concerning 
the most effective m eans of preventing 
violence and vandalism . M oreover, it will set 
up a federal grant program to help schools 
bear the financial burden of im plem enting 
preventive program s, and to assist them in 
actual physical im provem ents designed to 
make 
school 
facilities 
safer 
and 
less 
susceptible to vandalism. Finally, it will 
create a 21-member national safe school 
panel, representing all elem ents of the 
educational comm unity—including students, 
parents, teachers, principals, adm inistrators 
and security personnel—to advise the Office 
of Juvenile Justice and Delinquency P rev­ 
ention on the proper priorities and im­ 
plem entation of the bill. 


I believe this bill will enable the Federal 
governm ent to provide m axim um assistance 
to local com m unities in dealing with school 
violence and vandalism , recognizing that it is 
at the local level where these problem s must 
ultim ately be addressed

m any cases.) Sen. F a ir’s excuse for not 
assigning the bill is that he doesn’t like the 
bill. Also, he says he has reservations giving 
cancer patients Freedom of Choice which is 
what the bill permits. 
Why is Sen Fair opposed to giving cancer 
patients Freedom of Choice? 
Sen. F air quickly assigned the Equal Rights 
for Women bill. He also sent the “ Freedom of 
Choice’’ bill which perm its motorcyle riders 
to decide whether they w ear helm ets or not 
quickly to committee. 
T hat “emergency 
m easu re’’ has passed both legislative bodies. 
Why then docs he not want cancer patients to 
have equal rights and freedom of choice? 
It is becoming increasingly clear that there 
is m ore politics than good sense to the cancer 
question. Even is Laetrile had no medicinal 


value, it would be stupid for taxpayers to pay 
federal agents to police this country trying to 
stop people from taking Laetrile, but this 
battle has been raging for 25 years, and as it 
continues 25 Hoosiers P E R DAY are dying of 
cancer. 
Many Indiana residents with cancer have 
either left their country or gotten Laetrile 
from the black m arket, and they say they 
have been rem arkably helped after they 
sta rte d taking L ae trile . T h eir m edical 
records fully support their stories; yet, the 
cancer establishm ent (the American Cancer 
Society, the AM U., the National Cancer 
Institute, and FDA) refuses to look at the 
facts. Hundreds of Hoosier cancer patients 
have shared their experiences with Sen. Fair. 
Who is Sen. Fair listening to ? 
Organized medicine has tried to sweep 
L aetrile under the rug for 25 years. Do they 
have a good broom in Sen. F air? Why does 
o rg an ized 
m edicine 
fight 
L aetrile so 
ferociously? Have their treatm ents stopped 
cancer?

isting name or at least of a name already 
owned by 
the com pany or one 
of 
its 
operating units 
Perhaps, the best choice 
will be one of the com pany's existing brand 
nam es About 46 per cent of the 1976 new 
names were nam es already in use within the 
corporation. 
Newly coined 
nam es, 
many 
of 
them 
acronym s, rem ained fairly popular and it 
was in these that the difficulty in coming up 
with something appropriate, euphonious — 
and legal 
showed m ost clearly. 
Scheehter & Luth reported a 76 per cent 
increase in com panies adopting acronym s as

Jap an ese m a n u f a c t u r e r s of CB 
transceivers sold 10,641,000 units, or 87 per 
cent of their total exports, in the United 
States in the first nine m onths of last year. 
This represents a trem endous upsurge over 
584,000 units in 1973. 
Sales of Japanese CBS hit $569 67 million,

in 
1973 
Japanese products captured 85-90 per cent of 
the total 
m arket, according to industry 
officials. 
U.S. im ports of Japanese color te le v is io n 
sets for the January-O ctober period last 
year reached 2.38 million units, topping 
1975’s 1.21 million sets. A Japanese trading 
source estim ates imports for last year may 
total 2.7 million units Sales for Jan-Sept, 
1976, am ounted to $373.5 million. 
Sony Corp of America, ranking fourth in 
TV sales in the U.S. after Zenith, RGA and 
Sears, has 6 to 7 per cent of the American 
m arket. 
Spokesm an Mitsuru Ohki said Sony, whose 
exports account for 60 per cent of its total 
sales, hopes to m aintain its share of the 
A m erican m arket, but is not trying to 
becom e No. I. 
The com pany's plant at San Diego, Calif., 
recently produced its one m illionth Trinitron 
set, boosting worldwide production to IO 
million. 


The A m erican m arket also has been good 
to Japanese automobile m akers.

You should ch eck your plants at this 
time—the p ro b lem s m ay be neglect! 
If your plant d ro p s its leaves—could be caused by sudden 
change in te m p e ra tu re , or because you transplanted it and put it 
in shock.
